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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 1-49. 

With respect to claims 1 , 41 , the prior art of record falls to disclose or render obvious that 
dynamically changing a depth of one of the plurality of queues according to a prescribed scheme, the 
prescribed scheme specifying a new depth of the one queue based upon past bandwidth allocations 
associated with the one queue. 

With respect to claims 1 0, 21 , the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that the 
queue control logic configured to dynamically change depths of the plurality of queues according to a 
prescribed scheme, wherein the prescribed scheme specifies new depths of the plurality of queues based 
upon past bandwidth allocations associated with the respective plurality of queues. 

With respect to claim 32, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that means for 
dynamically changing a depth of one of the plurality of queues according to a prescnbed scheme, the 
prescribed scheme specifying a new depth of the one queue based upon past bandwidth allocations 
associated with the one queue
